The Rocky Mountain and Plains region comprise a distinct climatic area in that the 
higher altitude, limited rainfall, sudden temperature change, and the length of the grow- 
ing season have a definite influence on plant growth. Evaporation of moisture from plants 
is high and they must have a more highly developed root system to maintain a normal growth 
balance. Bark and wood cells also build up resistance to atmosphere and temperature. 


Some varieties that do well in lower, more moist climate will not adapt themselves to 
our growing conditions, and so cannot be considered. Fortunately, however, there are many 
varieties that have proven their adaptability here, and others are being tried and observed 
to enlarge the list of plant material especially suited to growing conditions in this area, both 
in fruit and ornamental stock. We take pride in participating in the leadership in testing 
plant material and bringing new proven hardy items to our western trade so that our cus- 
tomers may have the best nursery stock obtainable.

The fruit is similar in shape, color, flavor, and flesh texture to the well known Early 
Richmond pie cherry recommended for the northern and central Great Plains where standard 
sour cherry varieties are not sufficiently winter hardy. Its bush habit covered with white 
bloom in the spring followed with bright red fruit contrasting to the glossy green leaves in 
summer, being suitable and desirable for both ornamental planting and fruit production for 
small properties. Dwarfrich may also be pruned into a dwarf tree.

Hedging and Windbreak Plants 


The following varieties of trees and shrubs are some of the most satisfactory for trimmed 
hedges, informal hedges, screens, borders, and windbreaks. We briefly point out possible 
recommended uses of the varieties listed below. 


Trimmed hedges have plants spaced from 6 to 12 inches or more apart with 9 to 12 
inches being most common. Hedging stock should be trimmed back severely (2 or more) 
when planted to induce thick growth at the bottor:. For screen or borders, plants are usually 
spaced from 18 inches to several feet apart, depending on the variety and the effect desired. 


Wind breaks consist of one or several rows. Where several rows are used, the lower 
growing variety is placed on the outside, or windward side. Caragana, for example, and 
graduating to a taller variety such as Russian Olive, and still a taller variety on the inside, 
such as Chinese Elm. An Evergreen row will add density particularly during winter.

Gold, Manantico; from 5,500 to 6,500 ft. —- most any variety blooming in September or 
earlier; less than 5,500 ft. — all varieties in this list. 


Height of plants when in bloom is stated after each variety. This is for comparison and 
will vary depending on location, soil, watering. Plants usually grow a little taller the second 
year. Chrysanthemum plants usually take until May Ist to establish sufficient growth be- 
fore transplanting.

Though 
smaller, in some _ instances, than larger 
sizes cataloged for spring planting, they of- 
fer considerable immediate effect as the cus- 
tomary “cutting back’’ while transplanting 
is not necessary. 

Added production and maintainance costs 
require a slightly higher price in general for 
container established stock than dormant 
spring prices as quoted in Our Catalog for 
comparable material. This additional cost is 
soon overcome in the light of faultless con- 
tinued growth, convenience of summer 
planting, and immediate effect gained by 
planting ornamentals in full growth and 
possibly in bloom.
